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CATALOG OF THE SYNOPTIC COLLECTION OF MARINE MAMMAL OSTEOLOGICAL

BPECIMENE AT THE BOUTHWEST FISBHERIES CENTER

INTRODUCTION

The collection of marine mammal specimens at the Southwest
Fisheries Center began in 1967 with the skull of a common
dolphin, Delphinus delphis, extracted from a carcass that washed
up on the beach below the laboratory. The late Carl L. Hubbs
helped retrieve the specimen and gave advice on how to prepare
it. The Center has maintained a "salvage program" at wvarious
levels gince that time, and specimens have continued to
accumulate. The first dolphin skull was soon Jjoined by the
skulls and skeletons of dolphins (mainly Stenella spp.) killed in
the tuna purse-seine fishery in the eastern tropical Pacific
{Perrin, 1968). The trickle of specimens from the fishery turned
ta a torrent in the 1970s when a formal research program on the
"tuna/porpoise" problem was launched and taxonomic work begun to
sort out the species and populations of dolphins involved in the
fishery. Most of the specimens for the taxonomic studies
{several thousand) were eventually placed in major museums (as
were most of the specimens retrieved from the beaches), but
representative series of the major species and at least one
specimen of each species encountered were retained at the Center.
gspecimens also came to the Center from a teaching collection
formerly maintained by €. L. Hubbs at the Scripps Institution of
Oceancgraphy. Pinniped specimens came from a Center research
program to assess the stocks of seals and sea lions in
Ccalifornia. As the collection has grown, attempts have been made
to broaden it through exchange of specimens with  other
institutions. It presently contains 110 specimens, of 38 species
including dolphins, whales, porpoises, seals, sea lions, walrus,
sea otter and manatee. It is used for comparative systematic
studies, for identification of specimens and for teaching. The
purpose of this catalog is to document the existence of the
collection and the specimens in order to make them available to
other investigators needing access to museum specimens of these
large mammals that are so very difficult to collect, prepare,
store and curate.



The cataleog is organized taxonomically. The classification
and common names follow Honacki, Kinman and Foeppl (1982) and
Perrin (1988). Each entry contains all or part of the following:
Southwest Fisheries Center (SWFC) accession number, nature of
specimen (skull, complete skeleton, baleen, etec.), sex, cranial
maturity, physical maturity, body length (in em), teotal weight,
condylobasal length of the skull (in wmm), collection date,
collector’s or other field and accession number(s), locality
{including coordinates), circumstances of death (stranding,
killed in tuna net, etec.), donor, and a 1list of other
information, specimens and data relating to the specimen and kept
at the SWFC. If the specimen has been referred te in the
literature, a list of references is included (by number keyed to
a reference list at the end of the cataleg). Distal fusion of
the premaxilla and maxilla was taken as an indication of cranial
maturity in Stenella spp., Delphinus, Tursiops, Lagenodelphis,
Lissodelphis and Steno. In other groups, degrese of cranial
maturity was judged based on closure of sutures, size of sagittal
crest, weight of skull, ankylosis of the mandibular rami and
other features. A specimen was considered physically mature if
all vertebral epiphyses were fused to the centra.
